Reverend Father Adam, the rector of 
the 8t. Vibiana Cathedral, has just re­ 
turned from a long tour in th e countries 
across the Atlantic. 
He has been absent 
from Los Angeles about nine months and 
although his trip was a pleasant one he 
expressed him self aa glad to get home 
to his parishioners again. 
Father Adam was seen yesterday after­ 
noon by a H e r a l d reporter and was 
asked for some account of hiB joumey- 
ings. 
“ I spent the greater part of the 
tim e th a t I was aw ay,” said he, “ in 
Spain, my native country. 
1 was at 
Barcelona from November to June, save 
for the absence of a couple of m onths. 
The w inter in 8pain is by no means as 
pleasant as it is in Los Angeles.

|‘The Jubilee was a very grand affair,” 
said Father Adams in answer to a ques­

H er stay in Barcelona 
during the opening of the Exposition was 
a continued jubilee, and the patriotism 
of the people showed in the reception 
which they accorded her.” 
“ On the whole,” said the Father in 
conclusion, “ though there were no ex­ 
citing incidents in my trip and I have no 
wonderful stories to tell, it was thor­ 
oughly enjbyable, which is the best that 
can be said of traveling.”

R. Muir, of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, has issued the following or­ 
ders : 
To Conductors, Engineers, Agents, Opera- 
tors and other Einployese: 
The m anner in wfiich freight and pas­ 
senger trains are beiD g handled on that 
portion of the road under my jurisdiction 
is not satisfactory. There is too much 
time lost at stations, and it seems to be 
a very’ difficulty matter to change the 
trainmen and others from the routine 
and careless way of doing buBind&s they 
have fallen into. Trains are altogether 
too slow in getting over the division; 
there are many needless delays, and 1 
shall endeavor to find out the cause of 
these delays in order to apply the proper 
remedy. 
Conductors and engineers arriving at 
stations seem to think they have all the 
time necessary, and do not seem to care 
w hether they leave a station a few min­ 
utes late or n o t; consequently, if they 
lose a little more time from various 
causes, they arrive at their terminal sta­ 
tions very much behind time. 
If there are any engineers, conductors 
or brakemen who cannot live up to our 
requirements, and who do not take an 
interest in getting their trains over the 
road on tim e, I rhall take immediate 
steps to get rid of them . I cannot afford 
to retain such men in the service of the 
company. Our General Superintendent, 
Mr. Fillmore, in speaking of this matter, 
says that the useless delay to trains on 
our road has reached a “ state of demor­ 
alization,” and it will not be counten­ 
anced any longer. I intend to apply the 
proper remedy on my division even if I 
find it necessary to discharge every man 
on the road. 
It Btands you all in hand to see that 
not one second is wasted at stations use­ 
lessly, and that everything necessary is 
done to secure the prompt movement of 
trains over the divisions. 
Agents and operators along the road 
are not acting promptly in the m atter of 
getting train orders, and in th e handling 
of baggage, express and other business, 
connected with the movement of passen­ 
ger trains. 
A g e n ts a n d o p e ra to rs m u s t d o a ll in 
th e ir p o w e r to e x p e d ia te th e d e p a rtu re of 
tra in s fro m th e ir s ta tio n s , a n d in re p o rt­ 
in g tra in s to th is office th e y m u s t give 
th e e x a c t tim e t h a t a tr a in a r riv e s a t a n d 
le a v e s th e ir s ta tio n , a n d if a tra in d o es 
n o t lea v e o n tim e a fte r a rriv in g o n tim e , 
th e a g e n t w ill s e n d m e a fu ll te le g ra p h ic 
re p o rt, g iv in g m e th e c a u s e of th e d ela y 
in d e ta il. 
N o ex c u se w ill b e ta k e n fro m 
a n a g e n t o r o p e ra to r w h o d o e s n o t m a k e 
a fu ll re p o rt a n d Bend it to m e a t th e 
s a m e tim e h e d o e s th e c o n d u c to r’s re p o rt 
o f d e la y .

Conductors will continue to send a re­ 
port of delays according to instructions 
in force at present. 
Hereafter the forward brakem an on 
passenger trains, arriving at stations, 
m ust be in the smoker or head sleeper, 
as the case may be, next to the baggage 
car, and as soon as a train arrives at a 
station he will at once get off the train 
and assist the agent in the handling of 
baggage, mail and express m atter, and 
it will be the agent’s duty to report to 
me any failure on the part of the brake­ 
man to follow these instructions. 
If I find that engineers, through ignor­ 
ance or indifference, are delaying trains, 
their services will be dispensed with. No 
man will be allowed to stand in the way 
of passenger trains making their time 
over the division. 
Hereafter both freight and passenger 
conductors will report to my office verb­ 
ally at 10 o’clock a . m. each day, when 
they are in Los Angeles, and give me a 
complete history of their trip over the 
road, stating everything that occurred at 
each station, if any delays the cause 
thereof, if engines did not steam, if the 
train was overloaded, if the engineers, 
agents or operators were slow in 
' 
their orders, if engineers did not handle 
their trains properly between stations, as 
to the working of the automatic air brake 
on the train, and all other information 
that the conductor should have and 
should report. 
If I am absent from my 
office this information will be given to my 
clerk, who will hand it to m e on my re*, 


turn. These reports will be sent to our 
general superintendent daily. 
If there are any delays on the part of 
agents or brakemen in doing their work 
at stations, or any insubordination, care­ 
lessness or neglect on the part of any 
train or other employee, this m ust be re­ 
ported by the conductor. 
1 must have 
complete information of everything that 
is going on, both on trains and at 
stations. 
It Is Very necessary for the interests 
of the company and for the comfort and 
safety of our patrons th at we have a 
much more Btriet discipline among traiu- 
men, which is now, and for pome time 
past has been, loose. There is even an 
absence of courtesy to passengers in 
many cases, and passenger brakemen 
are negligent and careless and unclean 
often, and their answers to passengers 
who ask them questions are coarse, gruff 
and unsatisfactory. 
Hereafter, any passenger trainm an not 
in a neat and tidy condition will be taken 
off his run and not allowed to return to 
it. Conductors will watch closely the 
actions of their brakem en and try to re­ 
form their manners, and if that cannot 
be done, men will be put in their places 
who will conduct themselves in a proper 
manner. 
Mr. Fillmore complains that there are 
cars which remain idle many times 
much longer at stations 
than they 
should. 
It is only when cars are loadeil 
and moving that any profit accrues to a 
railroad company. 
Agents m ust see that all cars at their 
stations are loaded and unloaded prompt­ 
ly, and if any conductor neglects to take 
cars when requested to do so, this office 
m ust be adviseu. 
Hereafter, agents wiil report to me 
daily by telegraph (when they send in 
their yard reports), any and alí cars that 
have been at their station over twenty- 
four hours, giving their numbers and 
initials and their cause of being held. 
At stations where we have no agents, 
the conductor of trains designated by the 
chief dispatcher m ust get the numbers 
and initials of all cars standing there, and 
telegraph the information to me from 
the first telegraph station. 
Agents will see that cars with mater- 
tsrial for the construction departm ent, 
track departm ent, or building and bridge 
departm ent are unloaded promptly, so 
that they can be put into service where 
needed. 
If these cars are not unloaded 
promptly by the persons who should do 
so, agents will telegraph this office. 
We have recently increased our tele­ 
graphic facilities, 
and shall increase 
them still further, and employees will be 
expected to use the wires much more 
freely than heretofore, giving all the in­ 
formation possible in regard to m atters 
along the division. 
í¡T he very essence of modern railroad­ 
ing is extensive and prom pt use of the 
telegraph, which makes the officers, as 
it was, present over every portion of the 
road, 
and 
your 
superior 
officers 
know everything that is going on, and the 
company’s interests are best served.

P oison » H im self B ecause H e C an­ 
not F o llo w H is Josep h a. 
The romance of a life came very near 
being ended in a tragic m anner yester­ 
day when M ariano Seco attem pted to 
commit suicide by taking poison. Ac­ 
cording to Seco’s tale,as told by letters left 
in his room on Buena Vista street, he 
met Josepha Mugica several years ago 
and they agreed to live together. Time 
went on and two children were born to 
them . Then the Spanish Opera Com­ 
pany was formed and Josepha, hoping to 
earn more by her voice and to better her 
circumstances, became one of the artists 
who was heard here a few months ago. 
Matters went along smoothly until 1887, 
when the company left H avana for Mex­ 
ico. 
Seco could not bear to be left be­ 
hind and followed Josepha. 
Landing 
in Vera Cruz 
he 
was 
taken 
ill 
and 
came 
near 
dying. 
He 
recovered, however, and followed his 
fair Josepha through the country meet­ 
ing with many difficulties until the com­ 
pany reached Los Angeles, where the 
finances of the company went down to 
zero and it was broken up. 
A few days 
ago some of the members of the com­ 
pany left for the East, and Josepha de- 
earted leaving her faithful Seco behind. 
He had no money to travel with her and 
no money to live here with and he be­ 
came despondent. 
He m editated death 
and wrote several letters, one giving the 
description of his sufferings and then 
took poison. 
H e was discovered intim e, 
however, and was taken to the Police 
Station, where Dr. Choate took the case 
in hand and at last accounts he was do­ 
ing well.

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A FARMER'S VIEWS. 


H e i i M ot f o r f r e e ’l r u d e n o r F r e e 
U h l t k y .

E d it o r s H e r a l d :— The following is an 
extract from a letter received by me from 
a prominent farm er in Macon county.

You ask me to give you my opinion on 
the tariff question, and on political sub­ 
jects generally. 
I feel safe in saying that 
it is every day becoming more 
in Illinois and the entire East, that there 
is a widespread disaffection in the Re­ 
publican ranks. 
It is undeniably true 
th at the farmers of Illinois have long ex­ 
pected some reduction in the tariff—R e­ 
publicans and Democrats alike expect it. 
Both parties in their platforms in 1880 
and 1884 solemnly declared that the tariff’ 
should be reduced. 
During the adm in­ 
istration of President A rthur a commis­ 
sion composed entirely of Republicans 
was appointed to exam ine the question 
and report to Congress the result of their 
investigations. 
T hat commission was 
composed of em inent men, selected by 
President Arthur because of their intelli­ 
gence and fitness for the im portant posi­ 
tion, and, as I have stated, were all Re­ 
publicans. 
The committee visited all 
the chief manufacturing districts in the 
United States, expending m onths in ex­ 
amining the subject, and taking volumes 
of testimony, the witnesses being busi­ 
ness men and almost wholly Republi­ 
cans. The investigation resulted in a 
report recommending that the present 
tariff be reduced at least 25 per cent. 
Subsequently President A rthur, in a 
message to Congress, strongly urged his 
party at once to proceed to reduce the 
tariff. 
He insisted that there must be a 
reduction, and that it was better that his 
party should get the credit of it, rather 
than allow the Democratic party to 
achieve that honor. 
But 
President 
A rthur’s sensible request was unheeded. 
The party met in 1884 and resolved in 
favor of a reduction of the tariff in such 
a manner as not to interfere with the 
“ industries” of the country. The Demo­ 
cratic party resolved substantially the 
same thing. 
Grover Cleveland, on the 
platform of 1884, was elected President, 
lie has construed the platform, and his 
message to Congress insists that the 
tariff shall be reduced, keeping always in 
view an ample and just protection for the 
manufacturing interests of the country. 
W hat is known as the Mills bill is the 
result of the President’s message te Con­ 
gress. The present tariff amounts to an 
average of $47 on the $100 of imported 
goods. 
By the Mills bill that tariff’ is re­ 
duced to about $42 on the $100, and a 
num ber of articles, such as salt, jute, 
lum ber, wool, etc are placed on the free 
list—that is, no tariff on imported arti­ 
cles of th at kind is charged or collected. 
You will readily see that, instead of 
being in favor of Free Trade, as Repub­ 
licans falsely charge, the Democrats only 
ask that the tariff’ may be|redueed $5 on 
the $100. 
Their reason for doing this is 
a large surplus revenue in the National 
Treasury, and it is accumulating at the 
rate of over $50,000,000 annually. 
This was the condition of things when 
the Democratic and Republican Conven­ 
tions met a short time ago. 
The Demo­ 
cratic Convention endorsed President 
Cleveland’s message and the Mills bill. 
The Republican Convention at Chicago 
denounced both, and said in addition 
that, rather than surrender any -part of 
their “ protective” system, they would 
repeal the International Revenue laws— 
th at is, remove entirely the tax from to­ 
bacco and whiskey and have free whisky 
and tobacco. That is really the question 
between the two parties to-day, and that 
is why there are so m any thousand dis­ 
affected Republicans who are temper­ 
ately inclined 
all 
over 
the 
coun­ 
try. 
They cannot see that 
it 
is 
better to make whisky free and keep the 
tax on salt, lum ber, etc.—articles which 
they must have in order to live. 
This 
year the people were thinking for them ­ 
selves. 
President Cleveland has driven 
the Republican party to the wall by his 
message in compelling them to say yes 
or no. 
That is, that they would reduce 
the tariff, as they had for years been 
promising to do, or that they would not 
do so. 
W hen compelled to “ show their 
hands,” so to speak, they said they would 
jiot reduce the tariff, but, to prevent the 
increasing surplus in Treasury at W ash­ 
ington, they would make whisky free. 
A 
Republican would-be orator, to 
whom I listened the other night, after 
vigorously smiting the Democratic party 
hip and thigh, denounced President 
Cleveland as a Dictator, and was loudly

Grover Cleveland is the great leader of 
the Democratic party, and he is dictating 
to the Republican party.

The general government 
is doing that very thing 
now, and 
when Democrats attem pt to reduce the 
tariff from $47 to $42 on the $100 of im­ 
ported goods, it is violently opposed by 
the Republican party, and the cry of 
“ Free Trade” is raised.

The 
Republican party is pledged to this theory 
of taxation. They have the cheek to say 
they are “ protecting” th e home of the 
American mechanic, when any sane man 
can 6ee th at such protection will in a few 
years deprive him of his home.

Real estate transactions will assume 
more importance from this time on than 
they have been doing for some m onths. 
For this reason the H e r a l d proposes 
to resume its weekly review of that m ar­ 
ket. For this timo it will be better to 
cover the entire period from the 1st of 
the current m onth up to to-day. 
The total sales on W ednesday A ugust 
1st aggregated $143,567, of which 43 
were for sums over $1,000, 33 for sums 
below that figure, and 15 for nominal 
considerations. 
For August 2nd the sales put on re­ 
cord am ounted to $246,281, of which 37 
were for am ounts over $1,000,31 for sums 
under that figure, and 12 for nominal 
considerations. 
There were a few large 
sales on this day—one for $26,000, sev­ 
eral for arfiouhts ranging between $15,­ 
000 and $20.000. 
August 3d shows a record of $142,843, 
of which the sales am ounting to more 
than $1,000 were 34; those for less than 
$1,000,36, and sales for nominal sums, 
21. 
August 4th shows up with $161.046—45 
sales coming to more than $1,000 each; 
30 to less than that sum each, and 17 
transfers, terms private. 
Monday, August 0th, is to the fore 
with $156,992, 42 satas going on record 
at over $1.000 each, 46 at less per deed 
than $1,000 and 23 for nominal sums. 
August 7th the sales recorded came to 
$143,261, and of these dealings 35 deeds 
called for upwards of $1,000 each, 40 for 
less money to each transfer, and 16 sales 
were on private terms. 
On August 8th the dealings in county 
dirt came to $144,394; 29 deeds being 
put on record in which the prices ranged 
above $1,000 each, 36 deeds were for 
sums less than $1,000, and 19 on the q. t. 
August 9th closes this list with $109,­ 
884 ; 41 deeds called for more than $1,000 
each, 32 for less than that, and 20 sales 
being made at nominal prices. 
The summary of the eight days’ sales 
would be: Total num ber of deeds to 
go on record 736—306 for more than $1,000 
each; 284 for less than that sum, and 146 
on private terms. The aggregate amount 
on the face of the deedB waB $1,249,198. 
There is a noticeable absence of large 
sales in the list. 
Not many transactions 
are going on at prices running above 
$20,000. Indeed, few run above $10,000. 
The bulk of dealings are in moderate 
parcels and the purchasers are reported 
by the dealers to be in the main people 
buying for homes or for investments. 
Dealers do not seem to be confined to 
any particular locality, nor to any one 
class of property. All sections of the 
city seem to be sought after, and all parts 
of the county come in for a fair share of 
business. Lots to build on, snug homes 
already improved, small farms and good 
renting property are the lines in which 
trading runs.

S ettle! Values—An Assured Future. 
There is perhaps not a mere interest­ 
ing thing to a student of mankind than 
the growth of new communities, and the 
opportunities for this study are nowhere 
more multiform than in Southern Cali­ 
fornia, and in Los Angeles notably, as 
the metropolis of Southern California.

Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé system, with the 
Southern 
Pacific converted into the 
grand Sunset route, and the placing of 
Los Angeles high above San Francisco, 
and every other Pacific Coast point, on 
the pinnacle of the railway ramifications 
of the west side of the American conti­ 
nent. 
Of course the initial stages of such 
phenomenal railway and other items of 
progress resulted in a boom of tempora­ 
rily unhealthy proportions. 
After the 
firat febrile excitement the people were 
obliged to draw their breath and take 
stock of their surroundings. Such mo­ 
ments are always those of reflection, of 
doubt and of enforced settlements. 
The latter is where the rub comes in. 
Here in Southern California we have 
already gone through this ordeal of set- 
tiemeut, which was a crucial one.

ninety 
trains 
a 
day 
enter 
and 
leave 
the 
City 
at the Angels. Every one of these trains 
carries from ten to forty times the num­ 
ber of passengers that were wont to be 
carried by the four or five stage coaches 
of twelve years ago. 
We are about to have steamer lines of 
transportation, beginning with the 1st 
day of September, which will land 
passengers at San Pedro from San Fran­ 
cisco in twenty-six hours. 
The 
airea 
of 
production in 
Los 
Angeles 
county 
has 
increased im­ 
measurably 
daring the 
past 
seven 
or eight years. 
The 
area 
in 
the 
whole of Southern California devoted to 
vineyard, in the first report of Viticnl- 
toml Commissioner Rose, was 5,717 seres. 
Now there ere st least eighteen thousand 


acres of bearing vineyard in Los Angeles 
county alone. In the region tributary to 
Los Angeles the development has been 
equally pronounced. In all other lines 
of production we have advanced por* 
passu including the cereals and the fruits 
of the temperate zone. 
By 
universal 
confession we have 
knocked out Florida as a health and pleas­ 
ure resort. The climate of Los Angeles 
county has been pronounced by a medical 
official of the United States Army, sent 
here to examine into the matter in con­ 
nection with the location of the Soldiers’ 
Home, the finest on the globe. As a re­ 
sult of his report the Pacific Coast home 
has been located at Santa Monica. 
The largest volume of travel ever 
known as setting towards California is 
assured for the coming fall, winter and 
spring, by the reliable statistics of excur­ 
sion agents and railway officials. 
To supplement all, we have an abso­ 
lutely unprecedented era of local improve­ 
ment in our midst, municipal, county 
and individual. We are building a fine 
City Hall, a fine Court House and Jail, 
and the Government of the United States 
is building a fine Postoffice. The South­ 
ern Pacific railway is getting ready to 
spend a million dollars on San Pedro 
harbor. 
Streets and sewers are being 
constructed on all bands, manufactories 
are springing up on every side, our pe­ 
troleum'wells are giving an unusual and 
daily increasing yield, and capital is 
pouring in here from all points of the 
compass.

this year. During the interview Mr. 
Shorb proclaimed himself a protectionist. 
The reporter, not content with a general 
declaration of Mr. Shorb’u views, elected 
to be very inquisitor}-, with the following 
result: 
“ May I ask, Mr. Shorb, how you in­ 
tend to’ vote this fall ?” 
“ That is a difficult question for me to 
answer,” replied Mr. Shorb, “for the 
reason already given, for I believe in the 
fundamental principle of the Democratic 
party, which means the greatest good to 
the greatest number, and therefore can­ 
not mean free trade, and while I may 
disapprove most earnestly of any act on 
its part which would tend to injure the 
prosperity of this nation, still it does not 
necessarily follow that in the Republican 
party I could find a haven wherein I 
could hold and express the views I en­ 
tertain and still be loyal to the party. 
But this much 1 can say, that if the 
Democratic party will willfully subvert 
its principles as 
I 
recognize them 
and 
strive 
to 
fasten 
free 
trade 
upon 
this 
country, 
I 
shall 
cer­ 
tainly leave it and stand by that party 
which will be the friend of American in­ 
dustry and champion the cause of Amer­ 
ican labor and American homes. If free 
trade prevails English vessels will dis­ 
charge Chinese-manufactured articles in 
our ports, while our American workmen 
go unemployed. Home consumption for 
home-manufactured articles is to me far 
more desirable than an exchange of ex­ 
ports and imports where American me­ 
chanics are the losers.” 
As the Mills bill is a sagacious meas­ 
ure, in the interest of American industry 
and American manufactures, we pre­ 
sume that the foregoing settles it beyond 
dispute that Mr. Shorb intends to sup­ 
port Cleveland and Thurman, which was 
to be expected of a man of his staunch 
Democratic record. The Chronicle intro­ 
duces its interview by the statement that 
ex-Govemor Downey has concluded to 
support Ah Ben. As to the latter propo­ 
sition we have the authority of Col. Ar­ 
thur Kearney, of the San Bernardino 
Courier, that Gov. Downey will this year 
ca9t in his fortunes with the Prohibition 
party and vote for Fiske and Brooks. 


L et the householders of Los Angeles 
county, where wood is scarce, bear in 
mind the fact that the Mills bill abolishes 
the tariff on coal, which, without an im­ 
port tax, could be laid down here for 
$5.50 a ton, and which generally sells at 
from $12 to $15 a ton through the mach­ 
inations of the coal barons of Oregon and 
Washington Territory. Let the house­ 
keeper remember that the Mills bill re­ 
duces the tariff on sugar, which enters 
so largely int« the comforts of the house­ 
hold.

bill abolishes the duty on tin, large 
quantities of which he is obliged to use 
in his canning operations. 
Let the 
farmer remember that the Mills bill 
abolishes the duty on jute bags, which 
have always been such a tax upou him. 
Let every one who wears a woolen gar­ 
ment, wields an axe, or uses a jack- 
knife, or is warmed by the heat radiating 
from a stove, remember that the Mills 
bill is his next friend, call it Felix on 
that account and look upon it as his 
real benefactor.

CONGRESSIONAL. 


Evarts Concludes the Blast 
From his Bugle. 


BLAIK UAKRULOUS 
AS 
USUAL. 


M organ Scores Several Nice Points. 
Interesting Talk on the 
Fisheries.

W a s h in g t o n , August 9 .—In the Senate 
to-day Mitchell offered a resolution call­ 
ing on the Secretary of the Interior for 
information concerning his recent decision 
in the Guilford land case, affecting the 
title to Northern Pacific lands. Agreed to. 
The Senate then proceeded to business 
on the calendar and passed the Senate 
bill lo relieve the sureties of George W. 
Hook, formerly Receiver and Disbursing 
t Agent of tbe Land Office at Humboldt, 
Cal., and the Senate bill to pay A. W. 
Tabor $3,869 for necessary additional ex­ 
penses incurred by him as Postmaster at 
Leadville, Col.; also a bill to pay Royal 
M. Hubbard $600 for additional rent for 
the postoffice at Long Mount, Col. 


EVARTS FINISHES HIH RHETORICAL BLAST. 
The Senate then proceeded to consid­ 
eration of the Fisheries treaty in open 
executive cession, and Evarts resumed 
his speech against its ratification. 
Evarts devoted a good deal of his argu­ 
ment to the question of bays and head­ 
lands, and after he had spoken for two 
hours, yielding the tloor temporarily to 
allow Hawley to introduce a concurrent 
resolution that the members of both 
houses shall attend the funeral of Gen­ 
eral Sheridan on Saturday next at 10 a . 
m., and that as a further mark of respect 
to the memory of the deceased, the two 
houses, when they adjourn Friday, shall 
adjourn to meet on Monday next. The 
resolution was agreed to, and Evarts re­ 
sumed his argument against the fisheries 
treaty. 


THE SHADES OF GRANT. 
When Evarts ceased speaking, a dis­ 
cussion hinging on President Grant’s 
message to the Senate with referenee to 
a proposed treaty on the same subject, 
was opened by Morgan who declared 
that President Grant had, on that occa­ 
sion, given counsel in favor of a true and 
wise policy, and now spoke from his 
grave better than any Senator had done 
in this discussion. Morgan said the ob­ 
ject of destroying the treaty at once was 
nothing more or less than political, and 
was connected 
with the Presidential 
election; under such circumstances it 
behooved the Senators to look carefully 
around them. One of the Senators from 
Massachusetts 
had 
pronounced him 
(Morgan) silly because be had alluded to 
the fact that a war might grow out of the 
question; he might be silly but be had 
seen enough of war to be afraid of it. 
Perhaps the Senator from Massachusetts 
had not. 
Hoar disclaimed haviog spoken of the 
Senator from Alabama as silly. What 
be said was, if he had not so much re­ 
spect for that Senator, he should pro­ 
nounce the suggestion that a war with 
England might grow out of insisting on 
the right of American fishermen, su­ 
premely silly. 
Morgan said the Democratic party had 
in it the backbone of Andrew Jackson, 
that it was not going to make a foolish 
quarrel, but that if a quarrel came it 
would stand by tbe country right or 
wrong. 
When this negotiation would 
fail, then the Democratic party meant 
(as the President meant) that the retalia­ 
tion act, which then and not before, 
would become 
mandatory, would be 
obeyed; and when it was expected that 
tbe law was to be obeyed there came a 
howl from the Fishery Association be­ 
cause the President would not pledge 
himself in advance to limit tbe retalia­ 
tions to the fishery business. 


BLAIR’S GARRULITY. 
Blair, whose union negotiation resolu­ 
tion had been alluded to by Morgan, de­ 
clared sarcastically that if there was to 
be no war with England or Canada until 
the discussion of the treaty ended the 
war would be postponed until the de­ 
struction of the world by fire, or until 
the deluge came again. He defended 
his resolution and declared that without 
such a union as it proposed it was im­ 
possible for the two nations to go in 
peace. 
He did not know of any Repub­ 
lican who talked about war as a result of 
the rejection of the treaty. The resources 
of diplomacy were all open and had not 
been exhausted. 
A recalcitrant, obsti­ 
nate and pig-headed executive was not 
going to take the responsibility of inflict­ 
ing on the American people needless 
injury, mercantile distress and the de­ 
struction of business, unnecessarily, and 
simply because he had power. Congress 
liad confided to him discretion in the di­ 
rection of retaliation, so far as was neces­ 
sary to regulate and to vindicate the in­ 
jury that might be done to American 
rights, simply in the matter of the Fish­ 
eries ; when it was intimated to the Sen­ 
ate that the President was going further 
and would destroy the industrial fabric 
of the United States, simply because he 
and his party were in a pet, it appeared 
to him (Blair) that the whole party 
might as well be banished from the 
country as being too ignorant, too foolish 
or too unpatriotic to exist properly under 
the protection of American laws. 
The 
Senate would undoubtedly reject the 
treaty and had the right to be permitted to 
reject it without so much talk. The Senator 
from Alabama would prevent war by his 
everlasting speeches. 
As to his own 
resolution, it meant a basis for action 
under which, in case of a fight, the 
northern boundary of the United States 
would be co-terminus with the North 
Pole. 
Hale crilicised Morgan’s position and 
that of the Democratic party on the 
treaty as being in the interest of free 
trade. The treaty was a proposition to 
remove the duties on fish caught by 
British fishermen to be brought into 
American ports in 
competition with 
American interests and industries. 


MORGAN PAYS H IS COMPLIMENTS TO BLAIR. 
Morgan denied that he had made any 
statement as to his desire or expectation 
to repeal the duty on salt fish, nor had 
he intimated that in consideration of the 
tariff bill, soon to be entered upon, he or 
any Senator on bis side proposed to make 
such a motion. 
Proceeding to pay his 
compliments to Blair, Morgan said the 
Senator from New Hampshire did not 
know what he was talking about, and 
his party was not responsible for what 
he said. 
Mr. Cleveland was not pig­ 
headed and was not a fool. He had been 
wise enough to beat the Republican 
party every time he came in contact with 
it, and he was going to do it again b o 
easily that the Republican partv whould 
not know how it happened. 
Mr. Cleve­ 
land was the truest representative of 
American character that stood on the 
continent, and the people knew it and 
intended to sustain him. 
Blair retorted that he had no wish to 


qualify his expression; he did not want 
to interfere with the Senator’s adoration ; 
that Senator was at liberty to wors hip 
any fetich he chose, and would naturally 
select such a God. After scrae further 
interchange of like compliments between 
the two Senators, the day’s discussion 
came to a close and the Senate adjourned. 


A MOVE TO CLEAR TH E CALENDAR. 
Senator Sherman has sent a circular 
letter to the other Republican Senators, 
asking each if there are any measures 
pending before the Senate in’which he is 
especially interested, and upon which ho 
desires action by the Senate during the 
session. The recipients ore requested to 
reply to the Committee on Order of Busi­ 
ness. It is understood to be the inten­ 
tion of the committee to provide for clear­ 
ing the calendar of all important business 
before the Tariff bill is brought in. 


THE HOUSE. 
Action on the Chíneme lili I Deferred* 
Silk Culture. 
W a s h in g t o n , August 9 .—Morrow, of 
Calfornia, asked unanimous consent for 
present consideration of tbe Senate bill 
to carry into effect the provisions of the 
treaty between the United States and 
China. The bill, he said, passed the 
Senate unanimously, and a similar meas­ 
ure received the unanimous approval of 
the House Committee on Foreign Affairs. 
It was exceedingly important that this 
bill should be considered at once and be­ 
come a law as soon as possible. The 
United States has entered into negotia­ 
tions with China and the treaty has been 
ratified by the Senate. It was now await­ 
ing ratification by China and would go 
into effeet immediately upon its ratifica­ 
tion. It was incumbent upon Congress 
to provide machinery to carry out the 
treaty in order that there should be no 
hiatus between the present law and the 
new law. 
It was a most important 
measure to the people of the Pacific 
Coast, who asked—indeed they com­ 
manded—that Congress should relieve 
them from the difficulties they are now 
encountering. 
Breckenridge, of Arkansas, thought 
Morrow would act more wisely not to 
spring the bill upon the House suddenly, 
but allow some date to be fixed for its 
consideration. 
Morrow insisted upon his request for 
immediate consideration. 


THE MATTER D EFER R ED . 
Springer, of Illinois, maintained tbat 
some future day should be fixed for its 
discussion. The objection and measure 
were referred to the Committee on For­ 
eign Affairs. On motion of McMillin, 
of Tennessee, the Committee was grant­ 
ed leave to report the bill back at any 
time. 
A message from the Senate announced 
the passing by tbat body of a concurrent 
resolution * that the members of both 
houses snould attend the funeral of Gen­ 
eral Sheridan, Saturday next, and that 
as a mark of respect to the memory of 
the deceased, when the two houses ad­ 
journ Friday.it be to meet Monday next. 
The resolution was concurred in. The 
House then went into committee of tbe 
whole on the Deficiency Appropriation 
bill. 
EXPERIMENTAL SILK CULTURE. 
The Speaker laid before the House to­ 
day a communication from the Commis­ 
sioner of Agriculture, transmitting a re­ 
port of expenditures and results obtained 
by the Ladies’ Silk Culture Association 
of California, and experiments for the 
encouragement and development of the 
culture of raw silk. The report shows 
chat the orchard near Oakland contains 
about 6,000 trees from one to three years 
old, and as many cuttings. The work 
of the society in raising worms has 
necessarily been limited to experiments. 
Some important results 
have 
been 
reached which require further confirma­ 
tion before tbey can be fully available. 
In a general sense operations during the 
year have been with reference to riarid 
economy, and the society is now much 
better cognizant of the work necessary in 
order to develope the station on a scien­ 
tific, practical basis. It has no liabilities, 
and the requirements of the future will 
necessarily be much greater than during 
the past year. The completion of the 
water system, the construction of a 
cocoonery, the establishment of a filature, 
the clearing of more land and the en­ 
largement of the orchard and nursery, 
are among the designs to be vigorously 
prosecuted in case means will be pro­ 
vided by Congress. 


TERRITORIAL DELEGATES. 
An informal meeting of the Territorial 
delegates in the House of Representa­ 
tives was held to-day, for the purpose of 
taking some action’ relative to securing 
the passage of the Senate bill excepting 
from the provisions of the alien land act 
tbe mining districts in the Territories. 
A memorial calling attention to the im­ 
portance of the matter, and urging upon 
the House the necessity for the proposed 
legislation, will be drawn up by the del­ 
egates. The Speaker will also be asked 
to recognize some member to call up tbe 
bill for action at the earliest possible 
moment.

dangerous. Even his wife and one or 
two of his immediate relatives who are 
with him are afraid to go near the patient 
when he is laboring under the wild hal­ 
lucinations to which he is subject.

J e rs e y C ity , August 9.—The Sheridan 
funeral train reached here at 7:30 this 
morning and left at 8:20. The officials 
in charge, conductor, engineer, firemen 
and brakemen are all old soldiers who 
served under Sheridan. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , August 9.—The funeral 
train bearing the remains of Sheridan 
passed through the city just before noon 
to-day. The passage was without a sin­ 
gle incident. 
B a ltim o re , August 9.—The train 
reached Baltimore at 2 p. m. A large 
gathering was at Charles street station, 
to do honor to the dead soldier. 
THE ARRIVAL AT WASHINGTON. 
W ashing to n, August 8.—The special 
train bearing the body of General Sheri­ 
dan and the funeral party arrived at the 
Boston and Ohio station from Nonquitt 
at 3:17 p . m. It was met by General 
Schofield and Lieutenant Sawyer Bliss 
and several of his staff, a guard of honor 
from the District of Columbia Order of 
the Loyal Legion, and Troop B, Sixth 
Cavalry, Captain Lawton in command. 
As the train slowed into the station nine 
sergeants of the Third Artillery, under 
command of Lieutenant Danes, marched 
up to the platform 
and formed 
in 
line. 
Soon 
after 
the 
train 
stopped Mrs. Sheridan stepped out, 
leaning on the arm of Colonel Sheridan. 
They were met by < ieneral Rucker and 
Miss Rucker, Mrs. Sheridan’s father and 
sister. They immediately entered their 
carriage and were driven rapidly away. 
Mrs. Sheridan was evidently deeply 
moved. As they left the station the ar­ 
tillery sergeants took the casket from the 
car and bore it to a gun caisson belong­ 
ing to the Third Artillery, which was 
draped with flags and festooned with 
crape. As the caisson bearing the body left 
the station,Troop B,6thCavalry,fell in line 
in front and escorted the procession up 
Pennsylvania avenue to Fifteenth street 
and St. Matthew’s Church. As the body 
reached the door it was met by a pro­ 
cession of clergy and altar boys, singing 
the “ Miserere.” After the casket nad 
been placed on the catafalque, the pre­ 
liminary burial service was recited, the 
choir singing a funeral hymn. 
THE DECORATIONS. 
The interior of the church was effect­ 
ively draped, a feature of the decorations 
being the American colors blended with 
the sombre shade of heavy folds of crape. 
The fronts of both galleries were covered 
with large flags caught up ’ at intervals 
with brown and 
soft 
bands 
of 
black. Above the entrance of the 
organ loft were grouped regimental 
and cavalry flags, fastened together by a 
knot of black, with black streamers. 
The altar was heavily draped. The can­ 
delabra and marble figures on either side 
were draped with black. Two silk 
American flags hung from the walls 
above the altar. The Cardinals throne 
on the left of the altar was appropriately 
covered and the front of the pulpit was 
concealed by heavy velvet and black, with 
deep silver fringe. A space had been 
made in front of the altar by the removal 
of four pews on either side of the main 
aisle, in the center of which stands the 
catafalque that was used in the memorial 
services for King Alfonso held in this 
church on the death of the King several 
vears ago. 
* The service concluded, the little com­ 
pany immediately left the church. 
Early to-morrow morning a requiem 
mass will be celebrated by Father Ker- 
vick. This service is for the convenience 
of the family and friends of the illustri­ 
ous dead. 
THE WATCH WITH THE DEAD. 
A detail of two members of the Loyal 
«Legion, alternating every two hours, will 
remain with the body until the funeral 
at 10 o’clock Saturday morning. 
Among those invited to the funeral are 
President and Mrs. Cleveland, members 
of the Cabinet and the ladies of their 
families, the Judges of the Supreme 
Courts, Judges of the local courts, mem­ 
bers of the Diplomatic Corps, members

THE GRAND ARMY’S TRIBUTE. 
M inn eap olis, August 9.—Commander- 
in-Chief Rea, qf the G. A. R., to-day is­ 
sued General Order No. 11. It is a fit­ 
ting and eloauent tribute to the life and 
services of General Sheridan. It says 
that during the year ending March 31. 
1888, 4,123 Grana Army comrades have 
died, among whom Sheridan stands the 
most conspicuous.

her brother and kissed him, but he ap­ 
parently failed to return the caress of 
either, and they passed out weeping bit­ 
terly, the mother staggering in her woe. 
Maxwell lighted a cigarette and throwing 
his head back unconcernedly, puffed out 
a volume of smoke and cooly returned to 
some manuscript he was correcting. Half 
an hour later he partook of a light sup­ 
per.After Maxwell had partaken of supper, 
he returned to his cell, and soon after re­ 
ceived a call from Father Tippan. The 
priest remained with Maxwell longer 
than usual, and it is now fully de­ 
cided that he will administer the com­ 
munion to Maxwell in the morn­ 
ing. John I. Martin, one of Max­ 
well’s attorneys, returned from Jeffer­ 
son City on the night train, and 
called on his condemned client at once 
assuring him that his efforts were un­ 
ceasing to prevent the execution from 
being carried out in the morning. Mar­ 
tin said he had been in telegraphic com 
munication with Washington and ex­ 
pected to receive a cable from England 
at any moment. 
A FELLOW CULPRIT. 
Henry Landgraf, who is to be executed 
on the same gallows with Hugh M. 
Brooks, alias Maxwell, passed his last 
day on earth in an uneventful manner. 
During the afternoon he was visited by 
his attorney, whom he thanked for the 
efforts made to save him from the gal­ 
lows. 
GROWING RESTLESS. 
Midnight—At 11-30 Father Tippan re 
turned to the jail and entered Maxwell’s 
cell. The condemned man closed the 
cell door and complained of a lack of 
privacy, denouncing what he termed the 
unfeeling curiosity cf those in jail. The 
confessor was with Maxwell fifteen 
minutes and 
when he left 
the 
cell said to an Associated Press 
reporter, “ He will go to his death 
bravely 
asserting 
his innocence.” 
For the first time since his incarceration 
Maxwell realizes that his doom is 
sealed, and he is beginning to grow rest­ 
less, nervous and irritable. 
At this 
hour, midnight, he is sitting at a table in 
his cell reading a book left him by Fa­ 
ther Tippan. Maxwell is never without 
a cigarette and smokes while he reads. 
THE GOVERNOR FIRM. 
Three a. m .—Maxwell was awakened 
at 2 a . m . and now sits in his cell, hag­ 
gard and fully realizing the fate that 
awaits him. A ray of hope was brought 
to him by his atttornev, John I. Martin, 
who received the following telegram 
from his colleague, Fountleroy, who 
at Jefferson City. 
The British 
Minister has sent a telegram to the Gov­ 
ernor asking a respite in order to let him 
make inquiry into the circumstances. 
The Governor persists in believing that 
the inquiry meant is to be made by the 
United States, and not by the British 
Government. Have wired the Minister, 
and urged the Governor to delay the 
hanging until all doubt be removed. He 
promises nothing. 
TH E BLAINE BLOWOUT. 
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M a x w ell’* L a ii N igh t on E arth . 
T h e Parting: from H is R ela tiv e* . 
S t. Louis, August 9.—Nothing of espe­ 
cial interest transpired after the morning 
meeting between Mrs. Brooks and her 
son. She and her daughter returned at 
4 p. m. for the final farewell. They en­ 
tered Maxwell’s cell, accompanied by 
two Deputy Sheriffs, who watched them 
closely to prevent the passing of any in­ 
strument of death by the mother or bib- 
ter to the condemned man. Maxwell 
received his visitors with outward calm­ 
ness. and during their forty minutes con­ 
versation his face never brightened. The 
conversation wasa resumé of the case and 
the mother denounced Governor More­ 
house, the State of Missouri and the 
United States. She concluded with the 
remark that when Governor Morehouse 
makes his final appeal to Heaven it will 
go unanswered. A deputy sheriff notified 
the ladies that their time was up. The 
mother threw her arms about Maxwell 
with the words. “O my God, my 
God!”

TIRED OF WAITING. 
The projectors and managers of the 
demonstration to Blaine felt that the 
delegates from out of town should not be 
kept here another day for the parade, 
and a reviewing stand having been 
erected at Madison Square, on Fiffth 
avenue, it was to-night fully occupied 
and a parade took place. There is little 
doubt, however, that another demonstra­ 
tion will be held to-morrow night, 
when Mr. Blaine will 
be here. 
Although the stand itself was crowded 
the small place set apart for the distin­ 
guished guests was kept clear, for al­ 
though Blaine had not arrived, Hon. Levi 
P. Morton, candidate for Vice-President, 
was there, and took the Maine states­ 
man’s place. As the head of the pro­ 
cession reached the stand, Mr. Morton 
ascended, accompanied by Walker 
Blaine, T. L. Woodruff, Leonard Hazel- 
tine, General Barnum, Senator Quay, 
General John N. Knapp, Bernard Biglin, 
Police Commissioner McCabe, H. W. 
Warden. General Banks, Senator Gris­ 
wold, Perry H. Carson (the colored 
member of the National Committee from 
the District of Columbia), Colonel Con­ 
ger, of Ohio: General James W. Chase, 
of Rhode Island; General D. F. Burke, 
of the old Irish Brigrade; Patrick Ford, 
Justin Ford and General Kirwin. 
THE PROCESSION. 
As the procession reached the stand, 
and each battalion caught sight of 
Morton loud cheers went up for the 
candidate for Vice-President, whose 
presence for the time-being dissipated 
the disappointment caused by Blaine’s 
not arriving. The New York Republi 
can Club, headed by Cappa’s band, 
passed the stand in view, 
and 
then 
drew 
up on 
the 
other 
side of Broadway and halted. 
The 
rest of the procession passed, giving 
marching salutes. There was no speech- 
making, Dut as soon as the procession 
passed Twenty-third street it disbanded. 
The absence of Blaine did not perceptibly 
affect the number of paraders, nor did 
the enthusiasm of the long line of march 
seem in any way dampened. A notice­ 
' le feature of the parade was the fact 
._Jt the organizations comprising it had 
seemed to lose sight of the fact that it 
was intended as a reception solely to 
Blaine, and regarded it as both a ratifica­ 
tion and reception. The numerous ban­ 
ners 
carried 
bore 
no 
allusion 
to him except in rare instances. 
The old cry of “Blaine, Blaine, James G. 
Blaine” was seldom heard. A feature of 
the parade was the unanimity with 
which the National colors were dis­ 
played. Flags, badges, banners, hat 
bands, and in"many cases neck ties, were 
made of red, white and blue. All along 
the line of march from the place of 
formation, near Central Park, to Twenty- 
third street, where the majority of

D isaffectio n In th e H a n k s on the 
Su m p tu ary P la n k . 
D e tro it, August 9.—The Republican 
State Convention yesterday adjourned 
until 9 o’clock this morning. The Com­ 
mittee on Permanent Organization re­ 
ported the name oí G. W. Fair, o! Grand 
Haven, for permanent chairman. 
Judge Williams, of Allegan, nomina­ 
tions for Governor being in order, pre­ 
sented the name of Cyrus G. Luce. 
“The only speech I have to make,” he 
said, “is that he is honest, competent, 
faithful and he is not afraid of a sheep.” 
The nomination was made unanimous 
by a rising vote. 
James S. McDonald was nominated 
for Lieutenant-Governor, G. R. Osmun, 
for Secretary of State, and for other State 
officers all the present incumbents were 
unanimously renominated by acclama­ 
tion.At this stage of the proceedings Gov­ 
ernor Luce was escorted to the platform. 
In a few remarks the Governor acknowl­ 
edge the honor conferred upon him and 
pledged his best efforts to faithfully dis­ 
chai ge the duties as Governor and vig­ 
ilan tly guard the best interests of the 
State, if the people should select him. 
Stephen V. R. Trowbridge was nomi­ 
nated for Attorney General; Joseph Esta- 
brook for State Superintendent of Pub­ 
lic Instructions; General Russell A. 
A. Alger and Isaac Copper, of Ottawa 
county, electors at large. 
J. N. Babcock, chairman of the Com­ 
mittee on Resolutions, then read the re­ 
solutions, announcing that they had been 
adopted by the Committee against the 
protest of the minority. 
The resolutions heartily affirm confi­ 
dence in the principles expressed and the 
candidates nominated by the National 
Convention. The protection principle 
eulogized and President Cleveland 
and the Democratic party arraigned for 
their bitter and destroying attacks upon 
American industries and labor. 
The 
progressive temperance legislation en­ 
acted by the last Legislature is endorsed 
and regret is expressed that its full fruits 
are not realized, and, owing to the tech­ 
nical defects in the law, held by the Su­ 
preme Court to be unconstitutional. The 
plank continues: “ We record ourselves 
as in faYor of an impartial enforcement 
of the temperance laws of the State, and 
recommend to the next Legislature a re­ 
enactment of the local option laws that 
shall be free from objections. 
Liberal pensions are endorsed. Trusts 
and like monopolies are condemned. 
Such laws should be enacted as will pro­ 
tect our laboring men against the com­ 
petition of imported Chinese and foreign 
contract labor, and will also protect them 
in the preservation of their rights and 
secure to them safety in their employ­ 
ment. 
Michigan’s Democratic Congressmen 
for their “ willing submission to the 
dictation of Southern Democratic mem­ 
bers and their disloyal action upon the 
Di«ect Tax bill. 
Miller, of Saginaw, stated that the 
Committee had been unanimous on the 
report except to the plank relating to 
temperance. 
Charles J. Osborne, of Marquette, said 
he had refrained from signing the report 
because he disapproved the resolution. 
S. S. Babcock, of Detroit, said the Re­ 
publican party could not afford to take a 
backward step. 
Colonel E. M. Irish, of Kalamazoo, 
though in favor of strong temperance 
measures, did not think it wise to adopt 
legislation on a subject on which the best 
lawyers were divided. 
General Williams, of Allegan, thought 
the resolution did not cover the ground. 
Ex-Congressman Ilubbell was of the 
opinion that the Republicans could take 
no backward stop, and asked for a recess 
to more fully consider the matter. The 
motion for a recess was voted down and 
the platform was adopted with a major­ 
ity, apparently, of four to one. The 
Convention then adjourned nine die with 
three cheers for the ticket.

lie with a far more exciting contest, when 
Elector threw down the gauntlet to 
Franklin in the closing event of yester­ 
day’s programme. The betting in the 
pool box was bewildering in the extreme, 
Franklin being at one moment a hot 
favorite, and a moment later Elector be­ 
ing the chosen one. After the third heat 
had been decided matters came to a 
crisiB, as it was hinted that Mr. Hickok 
would probably give way to a less expe­ 
rienced driver, owing to indisposition 
to handle the reins. Singular to state, 
this rumor merely had the effect of 
making Elector a better favorite, but 
those who invested their money on this 
proposition were doomed to disappoint­ 
ment, as, contrary to the entreaties of 
his friends, Mr. Hickok decided to finish 
the race, and even with the assistance of 
his artistic handling, Elector could se­ 
cure but second money. To give a de­ 
tailed description of the various heats 
in this race would but deceive the public 
as to the merits of the different horses, 
and though very interesting to witness, 
as indicative of the Inner workings of 
racing in general and trotting in particu­ 
lar, they would afford but a misleading 
guide to future performances. 
THE ROSE STABLE VICTORIOUS. 
The Sunny Slope trotting stakes for 
two-year-olds introduced to Los Angeles 
another charming daughter of Stamboul, 
Vesolia. She is indeed a credit to her 
illustrious sire, and Mr. Rose must feel 
proud at seeing the excellence of his fa­ 
vorite stallion perpetuated in his off­ 
spring, Needless to say, under the able 
guidance of her driver, Mr. Walter Ma­ 
sen, she won her race without an effort 
in two straight heats, her solitary oppo­ 
nent, Tono, being palpably outclassed. 
THE RUNNERS. 
The McGinnis stakes provided one of 
the most exciting contests yet witnessed, 
and the finish was worth going miles to 
witness. There was little to choose be­ 
tween the competitors in the betting, 
Wild Oats being favorite, whilst Four 
Aces and Fandango found hosts of ad­ 
mirers. These three horses met in the 
half mile dash on Monday last and on 
that occasion Fandango was second, 
Wild Oats third and Four Aces close up 
fourth. The connections of the latter 
colt claimed tüat in that race his chance 
was destroyed by the rider of Wild Oats 
colliding with him on entering the 
stretch, and expressed the utmost confi­ 
dence of reversing that running. 
Whether their claim was just, is a matter 
of opinion, but that Four Aces amply 
atoned for his previous defeat and justi­ 
fied their expectations by winning some­ 
what easily is a matter of record. 
They got away to a fair start, Fandango 
being somewhat slow in getting into his 
stride, two lengths behind. Wild Oate 
led round the turn, but at the quarter 
Fandango rushed to the front, the 
others a length behind, going easily. 
Fandango made strong play to the half, 
where he began to come back to his 
horses, and at the three-quarters they 
were all bunched. Entering the stretch 
Wild Oats was a neck in front of Fan­ 
dango, F\Jur Aces a length away third, 
but gradually improving his position. 
Half way up the straight Fandango fell 
back beaten. Four Aces on the outside 
challenged Wild Oats. Hitchcock scent­ 
ing danger raised his whip, and though 
for a moment it seemed as if Wild Oats 
would answer his call, Wicks, after a 
little rousing, landed the chestnut colt a 
winner by a long neck. Fandango 
was third, two lengths away: The win­ 
ner is a fine-looking chestnut colt, by 
Hockhocking out of Maid of the Mist, 
and this is his fourth appearance in pub­ 
lic. His only defeat so far was on Mon­ 
day last, and should he but make the 
improvement natural with age he will 
turn out a clinking 3- year-old. 
The three-fourths mile and repeat race 
was marred by the fractiousness at the 
post of Consuelo and Elwood, each of 
these destroying what little chance they 
had, by sulking at the fall of the flag. ' 
After a long delay caused by Elwood 
repeatedly breaking away and indulging 
in a gallop to the half-mile poBt, they 
came away, oblivious of the fact that the 
starter’s flag was still hoisted, and after 
giving to the public a fairly pretty finish, 
were requested by the Judges to repeat 
the performance. This time Mr. Cova- 
rrubias let them go to what ought to
